LIKE FLASH. 


Sudden Changes in the 
Cuban Situation. 


A Message is Promised and 
Fails to Materialize, 


Possibility That it May Never 
Belore Congress. 


TWOLIVE REASONS THEREFOR

SPAIN ALSO ON THE CRAWL. 


Queen Regent Said to Be Bossing 
the Job of Trying to Satisfy 
This Country—An Armistice to 
Be Proposed. | 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NiGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Swift as a 
cannon’s flash changed the Cuban Situa- 
tion today. The galleries of Congress 
were crowded. Senators and Represen- 
tatives were anxious and agitated, even 
the Diplomatic Corps was in a ferment, 
awaiting a message from the President 
to the Congress of the American people 
that might mean war. When the ex- 
citement was at the very highest, like 
an gilectric fash the word passed that 
there would be no message today. Its 
suddenness stunned the people, who 
heard the news in its distorted forms, 
and amazed veteran members of Con- 
gress. Ultimately it became known 
that not only would there be no mes- 


‘sage today, but no message this week, 


and that there was a possibility that 
the message, though properly written 
and approved, might not go to Con- 
gress at all. 

The first reason for the delay was 
that the administration had received 
advices from Gen. Lee at Havana an- 
nouncing that Americans could not be 
gotten off the island today, and would 
be in grave peril if the message pre- 
ceded their departure. The second rea- 
son, and prhaps equally potent with 
the other, slowly drifted into public 
comprehension late in the day, chiefly 
through the medium of published As- 
sociated Press dispatches from Madrid, 
for extreme reticence was maintained 
on the subject by the few in Washing- 
ton who knew the facts, and even Cab- 
inet officers were unadvised on the sub- 
ject. 

This important news was that the 
Spanish government, after what plainly 
had been most exciting times in inner 
Spanish circles at Madrid, had decided 
to reopen the case, closed so far as this 
government was concerned, by the re- 
fusal of Spain to make satisfactory re- 
sponse to the represéntations made by 
the United States last week, in order 
to avert impending war, and had de- 
cided to make concessions heretofore 
refused. What will be the final out- 
come, it is too early to say, but the 
aspect of affairs certainly is consider- 
ably more pacific, and sufficient to re- 
new the hope of the President in a 
solution of the Cuban question satis- 
factory to the American people and 
achieved without bloodshed. 

The details remain to be worked out, 
but it is expected that between now 
and Monday a clearer light will be 
thrown on the futre by action at Mad- 
rid, of which one important feature at 
least is the declaration of an armistice 
by the Queen Regent of Spain. This 
armistice, it is expected, will lead to 
ultimate independence of Cuba from 
Spanish rule, but by what intermediate 
steps perhaps, the governing powers do 
not at this tme know. Much, it is 
supposed, will depend upon the Cuban 
insurgents @nd the peoples of the two 
countries of the United States and 
Spain. The powers of Europe, material 
and moral, it is known, brought to bear 
all their influences on the government 
of Spain, ana still are actively at work 
seeking by the wisest and most potent 
course, in view ofthe circumstances 
and sentiments of the two great na- 
tions involved, “to bring peace out of 
the gathering war clouds | 

All the capitals of Lurope have been 
in communication tc this end, a fact 
evidenced by *the assemblage at the 
British Embassy im this city yesterday 
of the representatives of the six great 
powers of Europe who were there, and | 


then made mutually acquainted with 


what had been done abroad, 
and with the desire of those 
who accredited them to Wash- 


ington that they should work in ac- 
cord here. This concert, however, in the 


a mild tender of good offices to secure 
peace and delay a definite declaration 
of war if hostilities finally became in- 
evitable. Some of the representatives 
assembled at Sir Julian Pauncefote's 
may have wished to offer mediation, 
but if so they were warned against it, 
by others in the conference, who un- 
derstood more clearly that such a pro- 
cedure would be resented and work 
to hostile and not to peaceful ends. 
The improved condition of affairs 
was reflected throughout all public 
quarters late in the day. It was mani- 
fested at the White House, among the 
Cabinet officers and at the embassies 
and legations, including the Spanish 
Legation, At the latter establishment 
Sefior Polo said that while he could 
not disclose any of the information 
reaching him in an official character, 
yet he felt that the strain of a few 
hours ago was materially relieved, and 
that the prospects for peace looked 
much better. ' 

He in no way confirmed, nor would 
he even discuss, views entertained in 
other high official quarters that Spain 
was slowly, but surely yielding, and 
confirmed his utterances to the general 
statement that the conditions were im- 
proving. 

Accompanying the actual develop- 
ments of the day came a flood of re- 
ports and rumors of a sensational char- 
acter, little of it, however, having any 
authentic basis. The rumors of dis- 
turbance at Havana were not borne out 
by any official advices. 

The uncertainty following a great dis- 
appointment was the condition existing 
at the Capitol at the close of the day, 
when the expected did not happen. 
Senators and m*mbers were at sea as 
to what was coming next. While the 
message was awaited there came a hur- 


| ried summons of leaders of the Senate 


and House to the White House, and 
they were there informed that the mes- 
sage was to be withheld upon the in- 
formation received from Consul-General 
Lee. The reasons he gave were deemed 
entirely satisfactory by all, and Senator 
Davis informed the Senate while the 
| House leaders carried the news to that 
body. That the dangers to American 
life was considered sufficient reason for 
non-action appeared in the postpone- 
ment of proposed meetings to consider 
the situation. 

The proposed afmistice by Spain in- 
jected another feature into the discus- 
sion of the situation, and while some 
were very hopeful that a satisfactory 
solution of the problem might eventuate 
from it, the general feeling was that 
the conditions in Cuba, the determina- 
tion of the insurgents to continue fight- 
ing until independence was recognized 
and the sentiment of this country in 
favor of Cuna’s independence of Spain, 
possibly made overtures on this line too 
late. 

A generally quieter feeling was evi- 
dent at the War and Navy denartments 
where, in contrast to the feyerish ex- 
citement of the past weel;, the tone was 
almost apathetic. While there was the 
usual amount of routine attendant upon 
the recent work of preparation, things 
today settled down almost to the nor- 
mal. No more contracts for new ves- 
sels were closed by the Navy Depart- 


of ships announced. 

Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn of the 
War Department made public a state- 
ment showing that up to this time 
there had been allotted to the depart- 
ment, $9,279;167 from the emergency 
fund of $50,000,000 appropriated by Con- 
gress. The different bureaus receiving 
this money are: Ordnance, $4,233,767; 
engineers, $4,425,000; quartermasters, 
$500,000; signal officer, $120,400. Of the 
entire amount allotted, $927,805 has 
been expended, but as much of the. 
work begun and the munitions of war 
bought are by the contract system, the 
government is liable for considerable 
of the remainder. | 

The State Department officials are 
anticipating with much interest and 
considerable apprehension the proba- 
bility of the coming Easter holidays in 
Spain and Cuba. It is at such times 
that the people, especially when great 
national questions are uppermost in the 
public mind, are apt to give way to 
their feelings and indulge in riotous 
demonstrations. 

These holidays begin tomorrow, 
which ts Holy Thursday, and continue 
for several days. Most: of the business 
.ouses and the places of amusement 
are closed from Thursday to Sunday, 
and consequently many idle people as- 
semble at public places and on the 
thoroughfares. On Sunday many of the 
shops are opened for half a day, being 
closed at noon te permit the employés 
to indulge in various pastimes and 
‘ports, and to attend the bullfignts, 

‘hich are so popular in both Spain and 
‘uba. In view of the very strained re- 
‘ations existing at this time between 
‘pain and the United States, the as- 
fembling of large crowds in public 
places may, it is feared, lead to upris- 
ngs and to demonstrations against 
itizens who may reside in Spain or 
Cuba.

NEW. YORK, April 6.—[(Exclusive 
Dispatch.]. The.Tribune’s Washington 
special says a contingency hinted at, 
namely, postponement for a few days 
of all steps looking toward forcible in- 
tervention in Cuba for fear of imperile- 
ing the lives of American citizens now 
awaiting deportation from Cuba, was 
realized today, when, at the urgently- 
repeated entreaties of Consul-General 
Lee, the President decided to withhold 
till Monday next the message which he 
had prepared for transmission to Con- 
gress. 

Shortly before the hour set for trans- 
mission of the message to Congress 
two additional cable dispatches were 
received from Gen. Lee, in,which he 
reiterated his statement of the day 
before, that immediate transportation 
could not be secured for Americans in 
Havana, and publication in that city 
of the Presidential message advocating 
interference by the United States in 
Cuban affairs threatened to lead to 
demonstrations in which the lives of 
many American citizens might be lost. 

According to Gen. Lee's statement 
from 10,000 to 15,000 Americans, some of 
whom had not yet reached Havana, 
desired to take passage for Key West, 
and this large company would be left 
exposed for at least two days to the 
violence of Spanish volunteers if the 
President adhered to his decision to 
send a warlike message to Congress at 
once. 

While the President’s message is 
thus delayed in transmission, an anie 
mated contest is being waged in Con- 
gress over the form to be given to the 
resolutions which are to exvoress the 
assent of Congress to the policy of 
Cuban intervention. It is known that 
‘the President will advocate a  pro- 
gramme of intervention, pure and sime 
ple, as the best adapted to secure 
American ends in Cuba, but there are 
manv Senators and Reosresentatives 
who seem inclined to subordinate these 
well understood ends, the restoration 
of peace and order. the reopening of 
commercial relations and the reéstah- 
lishments of stable civil administra- 
tion to the mere pulling from the fire 
of political chestnuts of the Cuban 
revolutionary junta. 

Recognition of Cuban independence, 
though justified by no sound consid- 
eration of either military or civil pole 
icy, seems to be insisted on by a mae 
jority of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee of the Senate, as an easy means 
of escape from the political and moral 
responsibility which intervention will 
entail. The sentimental example of 
France and the thirteen colonies is the 
only substantial argument advanced 
in support of the recognition of the ine 
surrectionary government in Cuba. 

But the shallowness of this senti- 
mental parallel and the policy based 
on it has been exposed by certain ute 
terances on the part of the Cuban 
junta. In a statement issued today by 
Rubens, counselor of the junta in New 
York, the extraordinary threat is made 
that if the United States intervenes 
in Cuba for its own well-defined po- 
litical ends, and not-simply and solely 
for the establishment in power of the 
present revolutionary authorities, the 
insurgents may feel ‘cailed upon te 
make as vigorous a war upon this 
country as they have for the last two 
or three years upon Spain. Such talk 
can but convince the advocates of the 
recognition of independence first, and 
intervention to secure American ends 
afterward, of the danger of subore 
dinating this country’s interests to 
those of the junta, or of trusting ig 
advance the settlement of many probe 
lems involved in the permanent restor@e 
tion of order in Cuba to other hands 
than our own.

ARE NOT BOLTERS, 


Inaugurators of the ‘ Radical Move- 
ment’? Discuss Ways and Means. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—Notwith- 
Standing the impatience and _ disap- 


-pointment caused among the Repub- 


lican members of the House by the 
withholding of the President’s message 
today, the frank statement of the 
President to the leaders and to several 
prominent Democrats that such a 
course was deemed absolutely neces- 
sary by Consul-General, Lee to insure 
the safe departure of the Americans 
still in Cuba, has caused them to ac- 
cept the situation in good faith. Some 
of the most radical, after hearing the 
statements of those who saw the Presi- 
dent, appeared satisfied. Those with 
whom the President talked came away 
With a very strong impression that the 
message would mean war unless Spain 
backed down squarely. 

Pending the transmittal of the mes- 
Sage, in view of the situation presented 
by the President, all plans looking to 
action in the House will be abandoned. 
But those who have been taking part 
in the radical movement, and who al- 
ways admit the possibility that the 
time may come when they will have to 
part company with the President, are, 
according to the leaders of the move- 
ment, more determined than ever to 
ultimately obtain what they desire. 

The conference which was to have 
been held tonight was abandoned, but 
fifty of those who originally inaugur- 
ated the movement met immediately 
after the House adjourned to discuss 
the situation. All were not 
heartily in sympathy with the move- 
ment were invited to leave. Those at 
the meeting unanimously agreed to wait 
upon the message, but the movement 
for a caucus started by the President’s 
Supporters, which was also abandoned 
during the afternoon, exposed them to 
a danger of which they had not 
reckoned. namely: 

That a caucus of Republicans might 
be called to bind them by the party 
action and place them in the position 
of bolters if the occasion arose for 
them to adopt an independent plan of 
action. A committee of eight was 
therefore appointed to watch the 
situation and to devise ways and 
means to meet any tactics of the oppo- 
sition. The committee is as follows: 
Messrs. Hopkins of Illinois, Tawney Of 
Minnesota, Cooper of Wisconsin, Hep- 
burn of Iowa, Brownell of Ohio, Joy 
of Missouri, Knox of Massachusetts, 
and Lorimer of Illinois. 

Several rather vigorous speeches in 
denunciation of any policy of delay 
were made in the course of the meet- 
ing, one by Mr. Smith of Illinois. In 
order to emphasize this position, a 


proposition was made to unite with the 


Democrats and block all legislation, 
adjourning from day to day until the 
message appeared and the House had 
acted on the Cuban resolution. But 
Mr. Hull of Iowa, who is pushing the 
Army Reorganization Bill, made such 
an ardent plea to allow the bill to come 
hat the proposition was tem- 
porarily abandoned. 
Whether it will be revived depends 
largely upon the course of events. It 
can be stated, however, that it is thor- 
oughly contemplated. One of the other 
chief developments of the day was the 
proposition, in the event of a split on 
the Republican side, that the Demo- 
crats would unite with the radicals and 
allow the latter to force the issue. If 
the Democrats should assumg the ag- 
gressive, the chances are they would 
solidify the Republicans against them. 

Assistant Secretary Day and Atty.- 
Gen. Griggs remained with the Presi- 
dent over an hour, they went over the 
message at great length, discussing 
some of the paragraphs in detail. 

Senator Frye, a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, and Repre- 
sentative Adams, the ranking members 
of the House Foreign Affairs Commit- 
tee, were together some time at the 
White House. Assistant Secretary Day 
was asked if the recall of either Min- 
ister Woodford at Madrid and Consul- 
General Lee at Havana had been for- 
mally ordered. “No,’” was the reply, 
‘but ample measures have been taken 
to provide for them.” 

Whether a draft of the message had 
yet been transmitted to Madrid was not 
stated, but it is regarded as probable 
that it already has been communicated. 
Senator Fairbanks of Indiana has been 
one of the most constant visitors at the 
White House throughout the crisis. 
Shortly after 11 o’clock there were two 
more Cabinet arrivals. They were Sec- 
retary Alger and Secretary Long, and 
they consulted with the President. 


JOINT NOTE OF THE POWERS.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—It

AT THE DEPARTMENTS. 
Bareau Officials Active—Watchout 
Kept on Naval Vessels. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—Notwith- 
standing practically all the interest of 
the day centered in the President’s mes- 
sage and the events at the Capitol, 
there is apparent the usual activity in 
the State, War and Navy departments 
today. The activity, however, was con- 
fined to the bureau officials so far as 
the Navy and War departments were 
concerned, as both Secretary Long and 
Secretary Alger left their offices early, 
the former going to the White House. 

Secretary Alger also went to the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion for a short time, in- 
tending afterward to go to the Capitol 
to witness the proceedings in the House. 
There were few Senatars and members 
around the departments during the 
morning, most of them going to the 
Capitol early to attend the various in- 
formal conferences under way and to 
discuss the situation preliminary to the 
receipt of the message. j 

A large delegation of the Massachu- 
setts school-teachers, who are in Wash- 
ington on a brief visit, was at the State, 
War and Navy Department buildings 
this morning. The greatest item of in- 
terest to them was the model of the 
battleship Maine, which still stands in 
the corridor adjoining the office of Sec- 
retary Long. 

Up to noon the department had not 
heard anything from Capt. Sampson 
regarding the mishap to the cruiser 
Cincinnati, which has run into the mud 
in Key West harbor. No alarm is felt 
over the accident, as the vessel can 
readily be pulled off again, and, as one 
naval officer remarked, it will probably 
clear her of some of the barnacles 
which have grown on her bottom.. 

The Navy Department officials are 
still keeping a watchful eye for the ac- 
quisition of any vessels abroad that 
possibly may be obtained. It has been 
the aim of the department to secure 
ships that were finished or in such 
stage of completion that they could be 
transferred to the United States 
promptly on hostilities being com- 
menced. In many cases where ships 
were in process of construction the de- 
partment has obtained refusals on them 
which will preclude their acquisition by 
Spain should any attempt be made by 
that nation to get them. 

There are a number of vessels now 
building on which several months’ work 
is necessary before they are completed, 
but the government is not anxious re- 
garding these. Included in this class 
are the three torpedo boats, the 
armored cruiser Giuseppe Garibaldi and 
the Vareza, which a Roman dispatch 
reports as having been sold. 

The torpedo boats, it Is stated, have 


not been contracted for by the United 


States, notwithstanding contrary re- 
ports, for the reason that they will not 
be finished for from three to five 
months, and the United States there- 
fore does not care for them. It is prob- 
ably true, it is stated at the depart- 
ment, that the Garibaldi has been sold 
to Spain and the Vareza to Argentine. 
But as neither will be finished for sev- 
eral months this government prefers not 
to take the chances of having them, 
being in foreign shipyards, should hos- 
tilities begin before they are completed. 

The purchase of coal for the American 
fleet in Chinese waters is simply in ac- 
cordance with the desires of 
the department to keep aé_é full 


supply on hand and to be ready for any 
emergency that may occur. The follow- 
ing ships comprise the Asiatic squad- 
ron: The first-class cruiser Olympia, 
the second-class cruisers Boston and 
Raleigh, the. third-rate cruiser Monoc- 
acy and the gunboat Petrel. 

The British ship Nahshan, which the 
United States has bought, is a collier, 
designed to carry coal for the fleet. 
She had 3000 tons of coal aboard and 
is now with the Asiatic squadron, 

The Navy Department has added an 
additional detail to the Naval Attaché's 
office at London. Ensign A. B. Hoff, 
who is now on duty with the Enter- 
prise, has been detached from that ship 
and will go to London as assistant to 
Lieut. J. C. Colwell, who is now Naval 
Attaché. Lieut. Colwell’s duty of late 
has been the inspection of ships with 
a view to their purchase by the United 
States government. 

A telegram was received at the Navy 
Department today announcing the de- 

rture of thé battleship New York, 
bouad for Hampton Reads, to join the 
flying squadron to which she is at- 
tached. Secretary Roosevelt is much 
pleased with the present condition of 
this vessel. He says that, as a result. 
of the recent improvements made in 
her during her stay at the New York 
navy yard, her batteries are nearly 
three times as effective in rapidity of 
fire as formerly. 

Significant developments are expected | 
to follow the arrival of the Texas at 
Hampton Roads. The fiying squadron, 
under command of Commodore Schley, 
will then be fully organized and ready 
for any emergency or course that the 
department has mapped out, or may 
map for it. Naval officials are very 
reticent as to orders to. the squadron, 
but they admit that the Naval Strate- 
gic Board has determined fully upon 
the use to which it is to be put. 

MILITIAMEN’S OFFERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The strong 
patriotic sentiment which prevails 
among the militiamen of the various 
States is finding ventinanumber of com- 
munications which have been received 
at the War Department regarding their 
status in case of hostilities. They are 
of such a character as to leave no 
doubt in the minds of the officials that 
this strong, organized reserve army, 
which amounts to over one hundred 
thousand men, will be found ready to 
respond to any call that may be made 
upon them for assistance in time of 
need. 

Sometimes there seems to be a fear 
among a number of these organiza- 
tions that the operation of the Hull 
(Reorganization Bill, which has the 
approval of the administration and is 
now before Congress, will be to their 
disadvantage should its provisions be 
made effective. This bill contemplates 
the expansion during time of war of 
the regular army, from its normal 
strength of less than 30,000 men to 130,- 
000 men. 

NEW BOILERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Bureau 
of Steam Engineering of the Navy De- 
partment is actively engaged in pre- 
paring for the installation of the new 
boilers that are to be put into the old 
monitors which Secretary Long de- 
cided several weeks ago to put into 
commission for use in the navy. 
Through the extraordinary’ efforts 
made by the bureau, the officials ex- 
pect they will be able to install these 
boilers in about thirty days—a task 
that under ordinary’ circumstances 
would require six months’ work. 

THE MORGAN STEAMERS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Two of the 
ships purchased by the Navy Depart- 
ment from the Morgan line steamers 
will be sent to the New York navy 
yard and two of them to the Norfolk 
yard. At the navy yard such changes 
as are necessary to convert them into 
cruisers will be made, and the arma- 
ment, which consists mainly of 5-inch 
guns, will be installed. In three weeks 
the offi¢iels believe these ships can be 
preparing for actual active service. 
The cruiser Diogones, purchased in 
England the other day for the navy, 
is expected to leave that country this 
week for New York. She is about 
1800 tons burden. 


SPANIARDS’ COAL.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Intel- 
ligence Bureau of the Navy Depart- 
ment has kept itself fully informed of 
the amount of coal owned by the Span- 
jards in the West Indian Islands. Like 
much other information which this bu- 
reau obtains, the officials decline to 
make public, but it is said in some 
quarters that the supply will last for a 
reasonable length of time.

should be invited. This plan was 
agreed to. The hour for holding the 
conference caused a slight division, 
but 8 o’clock, in the hall of the House, 
was decided upon.

The most careful investigation in offi- 
cial circles tonight failed to develop 
anything in support of the theory that 
the delay of the President’s message 
was due to the situation at Madrid 
rather than that at Havana. When 
the announcement was first made today 
that the message had been withheld 
the inference was drawn in some cir- 
cles that the delay was partly influ- 
enced by the action of the Queen Re- 
gent, who was reported as willing to 
yield everything demanded by the 
United States, provided it could be 
done without precipitating a popular 
disturbance in Spain. 

Press dispatches of a pending Cabinet 
crisis in Madrid tended to confirm this. 
Those closest to the President refused 
to discuss the Madrid situation further 
than to say there was no information 
from that quarter, and no fresh nego- 
tiations had been opened. It is reported 
that the crux of the situation was in 
Havana. This was confirmed by mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, to whom this explanation has 
been made in such form that they pro- 
fessed themselves satisfied to accept it.

CUBANS WILL RESIST. 


INTERVENTION WOULD BE RE. 
GARDED AS MEANING WAR. | 


Counsellor Rubens for the Junta 
Declares That the Insurgents 
Will Attack the American Army 
if a Protectora‘e is Set Up Over 
the Island. 


NEW YORK, April 6.—The Cuban 
junta, through its counsel, H.°S. 
Rubens, made an important statement 
today, to the effect that the Cuban 
provisional government and army 
would reject absolutely the interven- 
tion of the United States, unless pre- 
cede by a recognition of Cuban inde- 
pendence; and that if the United 
States troops were sent to Cuba upon 
the basis of intervention without jinde- 
rpendence, the Cuban army would, as 
a last resort, turn its arms against the 
United States. | 


THOSE CUBAN BONDS. 
None Have Been Expended in the 
Purchase of Sympathy. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, April 6.—Benjamin J. 
Guerra, treasurer of the Cuban dele- 
gation and revolutionary party, who 
has been authorized by the govern- 
ment to sign all bonds that are issued, 
jointly with President Palma, and who 
had control of these bonds, has given 
out a statement regarding the numer- 
ous reports that newspapers and pub- 
lic men have been given large blocks 
of bonds of the Cuban republic in 
order to enlist their sympathy and 
Services. He said: 

“These statements are made in the 
utmost bad faith, for the purpose of 
casting aspersions upon those who 
have been active in furthering our 
cause. We have no bonds issued ex- 
cept those which were printed by F. 
R. Warley of this city of $50, $100 and 
$500 and $1000 denominations, and only 
$3,000,000 face walue were taken by us, 


although originally an arrangement 
had been to give us_ $10,000,000 if 
necessary. The other bonds were 


printed by the New York Bank Note 
Company cf $5 and $10 denominations, 
and of these were printed $150,000 face 
value. .Nc other bonds have been 
issued in behalf of the Cuabn repub- 
lic than theses mentioned. There are, 
however, extant bonds issued by the 
revolution of 1864 to 1878, none of which 
were handled by us, and for which 
we have assumed no responsibility. 

“Of those issued by the present re- 
public there have been sold no more 
than $100,000 face value of the bonds, 
and those were sold ofr cash. We 
have had, however, numerous offers 
for our bonds, but as we only desire 
to seli them in very large blocks, 
those negotations amounted to nocth- 
ing. The average price obtained was 
40 cents on the dollar. It is highly. 
probable that these stories have orig- 
inated with some parties who, about 
ten days ago told us that the reason 
why this government delayed in taking 
action was that there was a 
stumbling-block which could he re- 
moved if we would agree to give them 
$10,000,000 of our bonds for $2,000,000 
cash, which was refused. We were 
then told we would be sorry for it.

We have-never.given any bonds to any 
newspaper man or any official of the 
United States government or. anyone 
whomsoever, for political service. The 
idea is plainly ridiculous, because we 
did not need to do so, and we do not 
today. As we did not have to pur- 
chase the sympathy and support of 
the entire American people so we 

not have to think of purchasing the 
press or its representatives in  Con- 
tress, or the high American officials. 

“It is curious to me that these in- 
sinuations emanate but from the few 
rabid anti-Cuban newspapers of this 
country. These statements are a di- 
rect insult to the American press, to 
Céngress and to every official of this 
country in sympathy with our cause. 
Not one bond has passed out of my 
hands without being paid for in cash. 
I stand ready to make this statement 
under oath and to show my books to 
any competent authority.” 

“Tt has been agreed between Spain 
and the United States that this govern- 
ment, while declaring for intervention, 
shall refuse to recognize the independ- 
ence of Cuba. It is mutually hoved by 
the two governments that the Cubans 
Will then become convinced that the 
object for which they have been fizht- 
ing all these years—independence—can- 
not be obtained. and that they will ac- 
cept nerforce, first, an armistice, and 
eventually autonomy under the Spanish 
flag. 
aN part of the programme is that 
Congress shall empower the President 
to intervene, but shall not direct him 
to do so. The object of this will be to 
gain ample time in which to persuade 
the Cubans to make terms. directly 
with Spain. 

“T assert again that this information 
is trustworthy, and it explains what 
has seemed inexplicable—the optimistic 
tone still observable among prominent 
officials both at Washington and. at 
Madrid, desnvite the strong sentiment 
for forctble intervention prevailing 


both throughout the nation and in Con- | 


gress. 

“Incidentally, also, it accounts for 
the tone of the stock market both here 
and abroad, and the apparent firmness 
of Spanish securities. The Cubans are 
already fairly informed of this entente 
between the Spanish and American 
governments, veiled as it is by every 
semblance of an open rupture, and I 
speak with full authority in saying that 
the Cubans in the field can be relied 
upon to resist all overtures of peace 
unaccompanied by complete independ 
ence. 

“The Cubans will not trust the United 
States first to obtain possession and 
then to grant Cuban independence. The 
very fact that recognition is expressly 
withheld now implies the possibility 
that it may be permanently withheld. 
In fact, we more than half know waat 
to expect in the event of the United 
States hecoming master of the island. 

““A plebiscite would follow, the people 
would be permitted to choose between 
allegiance to Spain under the forms of 
putonomy, independence and annexa- 
tion to the United States, and the 
presence and pressure of Federal forces 
would determine the election of annex- 
ationists. The Cubans are resolved tc 
make no such farcical choice for them- 
selves. | 

“They will make only an absolutely 
f?ee choice, and that choice has been, 
and will be, one thing only—absolute 
independence. They will not have the 
United States step in at the eleventh 
hour of the most heroic and self-sacri- 
ficing struggle against tyranny re- 
corded in all history, and reap all the 
fruits of its sowing. with the financial 
costs of its unwelcome intervention 
sadded on Cuha. 

“But should the United States rec- 
ognize the indenendence, and then in- 
tervene, it would be most welcome to 
the Cubans, and the expense would 
be. gladly defrayed from the treasury 
of that republic. There is a view of this 
matter which ‘it hehcoves the United 
States to watch carefully. 

“Should this country forcibly inter- 
vene without recognizing any govern- 
ment in Cuba, it would he responsible 
to all nations of the earth for injury 
to the'r subjects or to their roperty 
during the whole period of the occupa- 
tion, whereas, should the republic of 
Cuba be recognized as the lawful fov- 
ereignty in the island. upon it would 
devolve all responsibility. 

“It may he said that the United 
States would be too high-minded to 
influence the result of the plebiscite of 
which ? have spoken as a seauence of 
occupation, without recognition. But 
has not the United Steites corrupt elec- 
tions in its own borders? How could 
it guarantee an ahsolutelv fair and un- 
biased election in Cuba? Shall it set 
un for the Cuban neople a standard 
of purity at the hallet hox while its 


own more enlightened citizens have | 


not heen able to obtain gne here? 

“The mistake of the United States 
is in treating the Cubans ac children 
instéad of men fighiting for liberty. and 
prepared ‘te keen up the conflict to 
the death arninst whomesoever opposes 
their one obiect. We infinitely prefer 
hands off’ rather than that the Unitea 
Steites should intervene without rec- 
ornition of Cuhan indenendence. 

‘There are 40.000 Cuban everrillas to 
oppose such intervention. But of course 
we hore for better thines. We expect, 
even, thot Congress will unset this 
Clever scheme of Sne'n and your Ere- 
eutive ard Aeclare—first, our indepen- 
and, then, intervention to secure 


the neonle of the United. Stetes issued 
by Mr. Palma, March 17, Rubens savs: 

“In the face of the present nropnosal 
of intervention. withrnvt rrevious rec- 
ognition. it is necessary for us to go 
e sten further and say that we must 
and will regerd such intervention as 
nothing less than a declaration of war 
by the United States against the Cuban 
revolutionists. intervention shall 
take place on thet hasis. and the United 
States land an armed force on Cuban 
soil, we shell treat that force as an 
enemy to be opposed, and, if possible. 
expelled. so long as the recognition of 
a free Cuben republic is withheld. We 
do not mean to say that the Cuban 
army will assemble on the coast to 
resist the larding of Federal trccns, 
but that it will remain in the interior, 
refusing to cooperate, declining to ac- 
knowledge any American authority, ig- 
noring and reiecting the intervention 
to every possible extent. Should: the 
United States troops succeed in expell- 
ing the Spanish, should the .United 
States then declare a protectorate cver 
the island, however provisional or ten- 
tative, and seek to extend its author- 
ity, it will be resisted.’’ 

PALMA DIPLOMATIC. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—When the 
dispatches containing Rubens’s state- 
ment was shown to Sefior Palma, the 
representative in the United States of 
the Cuban republic, who arrived in 
Washington this morning, Mr. Palma 
turned the dispatch, after perusing it 
carefully, to Senor Gonzaleo de Que- 
sada, who read it carefully and slowly. 
Then Minister Palma said: “I cannot 
say anything about this dispatch until 
I communicete with Mr. Rubens.’ 

It was evident from the manner of 
the two gentlemen that they did not 
for a moment consider the possibility 
of such an unwise statement being 
made by their associate and counsel. 

Sefior Palma did not hesitate to re- 
iterate with great emphasis his recent 
declaration that intervention for the 
purpose of establishing autonomy in 
the islands would not be accepted, and 
that Cuba would be independent. 

NOT AT LIBERTY TO SPEAK.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—When the 
remarks of “Mr. Rubens, Counge! for: 
the Cuban Junta, were shown Secre- 
tary Long, he declined to make any 
statement in connection therewith, 
saying it was a matter for the Presi- 


dent, and he was not at liberty to 
speak on that ‘phase of the Cuban 
question. 


DISTURBANCES IN HAVANA. 


Rumors not Confirmed — Changes 
There Extremely Threatening. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. | 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The Wash- 
ington Post will say: 

“The utmost confidence is felt by the 
administration and Congress in the Wwis- 
dom and good judgment of Gen. Lee 
in any emergency. The rumors of dis- 
turbances in Havana are not con- 
firmed, but the changes there are ex- 
tremely threatening. 

“Consul-General Lee is still at his 
post, and will remain there until ‘ll 
other Americans are safe.. The Presi- 
dent's message has only been changed 
in that it will ask Congress to authorize 
and direct ‘immediate intervention. 
Otherwise the message will stand os 
heretofore outlined, and as the Post 
stated on Tuesday morning, it will be 
of such a vigorous, ringing character 
as to mect the full expectations of 
Congress and the country. 

“It will inevitably mean war. Hostili- 
ties can only be averted by Spain her- 
self declaring the indenendence of 
Cuba and yielding her sovereign 
power over the ‘sland. Negotiations 
with Epain have not been reopened by 
the United States, and will not be. The 
Queen Regent has not sent a personal 
message to the President, making a 
new proposal for peace. With the in- 
fluence new at work through fereign 
diplomatic channels to bring about a 
settlement of the difiiculties between 
Spain and her rebellious subjects in 
Cuba, this government has absolutely 
nothing to do. 

“The administration and Congress 
stand pledged to the freedom ‘of Cuba, 
and will accent no solution that does 
not involve the withdrawal of Spanish 
troops from the island and the hauling 
down of the Spanish flag. The five 
great powers have not sent a note 
jointly to the United States counseling 
against war. Mediation of any sort 
has not been offered to this government 
and will not be accented.” 


CUBAN BONDS, 
Senate Discusses Responsibility in 
Case of Intervention. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Abril 6—At the 
meeting today of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations the question 
of Cuban bonds was raised. It was 
brought up by Senator Foraker, who 
said that he had heard it intimated 
that there was speculation in Cuban 
bonds behind his resolution, declaring 
for the recognition of Cuban independ- 
ence. 

This, he said, was not true in any 
respect, and he added that he had not 
known, when the resolution was drawn, 
that there were any Cuban bonds out. 
He had investigated the question since, 
however, and had learned that only 
$75,000. of Cuban bonds had been sold. 
This, even, the Senator said in a sar- 
castic tone, he did not consider suffi- 
cient to influence the course of events. 

Mr. Foraker then stated there was 
another point of the bend quéstion, to 
which he decided to invite the atten- 
tion of the committee, and this was 
the possibility of the United States 
having to assume responsibility for the 
payment of the interest, if not the prin- 
cipal, of the Spanish bonds secured by 
the Cuban revenues in case of inter- 
vention of this country in the Cuban 
war without first recognizing the inde- 
pendence of the Cubans. 

He said he woulaé not assert posi- 
tively that such would be the case, but 
he believed the position strong enough 
under internetional law to make ground 
for in international lawsuit. He stated 
that there were no less than $400,600,000 


| of these bonds. 


The cc mmittee soon secured a quorum 
and took up the work before it with a 
determination to review the problem 
before them as speedily as possible. 
It was recognized that it would he 
difficult and really not desirable to de- 
cide absolutely upon a course to he 
pursued until the message should be 
laid before the committee, but it was 
felt that important preliminary work 
could be done in arriving at the senti- 
ment of the members of the committee. 

A difference of opinion developed as 
to. the advisability of vielding to the 
President’s wishes and of giving up 
the recognition of Cuban independence, 
and it was found that there would be 
important difficulties in the way of 
pursuing this course, as some of the 
members appeared quite determined 
not to consent to a reconsideration of 
the first. decision to incorporate both 
the independence and the intervention 
features in the resclution. The mem- 
bers who had been present at yester- 
day’s executive session of the Senate 
reported an eyident determination on 
the part of members to embecdy the in- 
dependence feature in whatever resolu- 
tion might Le reported or at ‘east secure 
a division of the Senate on this point. 

On the other hend. it was conterded 
that only the President could recog- 
nize indenendence under the Constitu- 
tion, and it was asked’ what course 
Senators who had taken the view and 
still advocated inderendence would pur. 
sue when confronted with a demand to 
have Congress take this step. The re- 
ply was that they cculd vote for the 
resolution, still leaving it to the Presj- 
dent to sign, and execute as they see 
fit. It was argued that if the United 
States should recognize independence 
and then go to war to secure it, and 
succeeded in defeating and driving the 
Sraniards out of Cuba. we would still 
be in a position to dictate our own 
terms with the Cuhans. The claim 
was also made that the United States 
was stronger before the civilized world 
in not appearing to want to annex the 
island, and it was asserted that this 
appearance would be greatly strength- 
ened by the adoption of a policy looking 
to the independence of the Cuban re- 
public. 

The committee took a recess at 12 
o’clock without reaching any conclu- 
sion. The exchange cf opinion among 
members rendered it quite evident tha: 
a majority of the committee are op- 
posed to eliminating the clause for in- 
dependence, and the friends of that 
form of expression were confident that 
when the report should come to he 
made it would be, as first determined 
upon, for the Foraker resolution de- 
claring for the recognition of Cuhan 
independence and for armed interven- 
tion. The conclusion will not, however. 
be officially announced unti! the mes- 
sage is referred to the committee and 
formally considered. 
~The e¢xpression of opinion among 
members developed the fact that Sena- 
tors Frye and Lodge stand alone in 
thinking that a change should he made. 
eliminating independence from = the 
Cuban resolution. The remaining nine 
members of the committee. composed 
of four Republicans and ,five Demo- 
crats, will stand by the committee's 
original decision for both independence 
and intervention, unless there should 
be some change from present conditions 
before the vote is taken. It is the ex- 
pectation that the report will be made 
upon the assembling of the Senate to- 
morrow.

A WAR LOAN, 


John A. McCall Says the President 
Can Have All He Wants. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—Several of- 
ficials of the administration called in- 
formally at the White House tonight 
and had a conference with the Presi- 


dent. Secretaries, Long, Bliss, Alger 
and Atty.-Gen. Griggs were among 
those who saw the President, but all 


left the Executive Mansion early, and 
the President retired before 11 o'clock. 
None of them would discuss the situ- 
ation in any of its phases. 

Assistant Secretary of State Day, 
who passed half an tour with the 
President, as he left the White House 
was asked by an Associated Press rep- 
resentative whether the State Depart- 
ment had received any information con- 
cerning the report that Consul-General 


j Lee had left Havana. He replied that 


no such information had been received, 
and that the department was informed 
that there had been no rioting today 
in that city. Beyond this statement he 
declined to go. 

Early in the evening the President 
had a long conference by appointment 
with John A. McCall of New York. 
McCall is said to have assured the 
President that the government. would 
be put to no embarrassment by a lack 
of money with which to prosecute a 
war. While he deprecated war and 
hoped that it might be averted, if it 
could not be the whole people of the 
country would stand by the President 
in maintaining a just contest. 

It is said upon excellent authority 
that McCall represented to the Presi- 
dent the. belief that within forty-eight 
hours he could raise among the finan- 
cial institutions of New York alone 
$300,000,000 which the government could 
have upon its own terms, and that if 


a popular subscription were called fer: 


$500,000,000 could be obtained in a few 
days. Late tonight McCall said be did 
not care to discuss the interview with 
the President. “As to a war loan,’ 
said he, ‘‘we will not cross that bridge 
until we get to it. Everybody ought to 
deplore war, but when the President 
s32ys war is inevitable. the people will 
s:and solidly him. He can have 
211 the money he wants.” 
GUARDING THE MESSAGE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
WASHINGTON, April 6.—The copies 
of the message were printed at the gov- 
ernment printing office, and the strict- 
est of instructions were given to pre- 
serve complete secrecy until finally 
placed before Congress. The copies ar- 
rived at the White House by 11 o’clock.

TO CONVEY AMERICANS.

MUST HAVE THEIR WAY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—‘‘Neither 
the Foreign Affairs Committee nor the 
House will support a resolution that 
does not declare for independence of 
Cuba in some form,” said a member 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee after 
that committee met today. He added: 
“It is possible that the resolution will 
declare the domination of Spain in 
Cuba at an end, if there a@re reasons 
why recognition of the present govern- 
ment is deemed inadvisable.” 

Among members of the House, both 
Republicans and Deniocfats, there was 
expressed opposition to the suggested 
plan of leaving intervention to the 
discretion of the President. The Dem- 
ocrats said that would mean leaving the 
power to declare war in the hands of 
the President. There was a very 
strong feeling among many Republi- 
cans, however, in favor of supporting 
the outlined plan, should the Presi- 
dent urge it as the best method of 


dealing with the Cuban question. 


PRESIDENT’S RECEPTIONS DIS- 
CONTINUED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The war 
situation has led to a discontinuance 
of the Presidential public receptions. 
These receptions have been usually 
held tri-weekly, on Mondays, Wednes- 
days and Fridays, and have been a 
source of great delight to the army of 
sight-seers who flock to the nation’s 
capital. Today the first contingent of 


strangers that put in an appearance 


at the White House was notified that 
there would be no reception today, and 
subsgquently it was announced there 
would he none during the week. The 
outlook is that the occasion to which 
all Washington sightseers look forward 
with much interest, will be indefinitely 
postponed.

The Heraldo (Independent) says that 
the idea of war with a rich and power- 
ful nation has become the familiar talk 
of the street and fireside, adding tha: 
“even mothers and wives are resigned 
to it. considering it necessary for the 
honer of the country.” 

SPANIARDS RUSHING. MULES.

ATLANTA (Ga.,) April 6.—The agent 
of the Spanish government, who has 
been buying mules here, has shipped 
100 to New Orleans on orders to rush 
them through.

Legere, has informed the State Depart- 
ment of her intention to remain en- 
tirely neutral in case of war between 
the United States and Spain. Santo 
Domingo, on the other hand, has in- 
timated to this government that her 
wishes lies with the American eople, 
and she will make public ¢cKknowledge- 
ment to the world of her desire to aid 
the United States in every way possi- 
ble, even to her own cost, ‘by parting 
with one of her naval vessels.

Bay would meet with a similar fate. 
But in the event of war the naval au- 
thorities would undoubtedly seize a 
point in the West Indies, possibly Sa- 
mana Bay, and employ it as a base 
of operations Rico.

SAN PEDRO GOES THROUGH THE SEN- 
ATE. 


The item in the Sundry Civil Bill, 
appropriating $400,000 for the  begin- 
ning of work on the San Pedro Har- 
bor, went through the Senate yester- 
day without opposition. Under ord{- 
nary circumstances this action would 
be sufficient to insure the beginning 
of work without further delay, as the 
House has already passed the bill, 
and the contracts for the work are in 
the hands of the Secretary of War. 
But there have been so many delays 
in this matter, and so many tricky ex- 
pedients have been resorted to to de- 
feat the project, that we cannot rest 
in safety, or consider the victory as 
fully and finally won until the con- 
tract has actually been signed and 
work has actually been begun uncer it. 

Senator Stewart, the ancient Goat 
of Nevada, announces that he will in- 
troduce as a new bill his. amendment 
to divide the appropriation between 
San Pedro and Santa Monica. There 
is no danger that such a trick will 
succeed. The bill as it finally passed 
both houses of Congress, containing 
the San Pedro item, will receive the. 
President's approval and become a 


law. The contract still lacks the offi- 
cial signature of the Secretary of 
War. That apology for a Cabinet offi- 


cer has been so prolific in excuses 
and expedients for delay that he may 
find some further means to thwart for 
a time the will of Congress and of the 
people. But it is difficult to perceive 
what new quibbles he could raise. for 
he has seemingly exhausted his reper- 
toire. Yet if there is any trick by 
which he can evade the provisions of 
the law, or delay its execution, Alger 
may be depended upon to resort to it. 
So the friends of San Pedro will not 
even yet lay down their arms; not un- 
til the contract has been signed, and 
the work of building the harbor has 
actually been begun,’ will they do that.

AS TO TUNNELS AND BRIDGES. 

The matter of a tunnel through the 
hill at Third street is held in abey- 
ance in the City Council fur another 
week, and it is likely to hang fire 
even longer unless, when settled, it is 
settled right. There is no question 
about the necessity of this improve- 
ment, but there is another of the same 
character—a tunnel at the northerly 
end of Broadway—which presses for 
consideration with equal force, and it 
is manifestly entirely proper that both 
projects should come up jointly. The 
westerly portion of the city is seri- 
ously in need of a means of ingress 
and egress to and from the business 
center. of the city; but any arguments 


/ advanced in favor of a tunnel at Third 


street apply with equal force to the 
Broadway project, and hence when 
once the Council concludes .to under- 
take the work of opening Third street 
through the hill, Broadway should be 
given the same opportunity of im- 
provement by. tunneling the hill from 
California street (formerly called 
Sand street) to Buena Vista. Both ot 
these enterprises are as much in need 
of being-carried through as the build- 
ing of bridges, and each of them 1s 
as equal in importance to the city at 
large as the other. The tunneling of 
these hills is certain to be done some 
day, and there can be no better time 
to do the work than the present; but 
any proposition looking to the open- 
ing of one street and not the other 
should be discouraged, for it will 
doubtless end only in defeat. The en- 
tire scheme of building bridges and 
making these tunnels should be com- 


hined in one bond issue in order to } 


stand any show whatever to carry be- 
fore the people. All are of equal im- 
portance, and all are enterprises that 
it is needful to carry out in order that 
proper facilities may be given for 
reaching the heart of the city expe- 
ditiously and in safety and comfort,

SENTENCE MITIGATED. 


Redmond is Gind He Championed 
Seaman Pitkington’s Cause. 

NEW YORK, April 6—A Aispatcn to 
the World from London says that Wil- 
liam Redmond, M.P., who Was fuUs- 
pended from tne sitiine of the Jlouse 
of Commons for protestiag the 
severe punishment of Navil Feaman 
Pitkington, for weering the shantrock 
on St. Patrick's day, sald to the World 
correspondent: 

“T am well satisfied with the result 
of the protest which we made in Pit- 
kington’s case. Owing to the general 
condemnation of the action of the na- 
vel officials, even by the English Min- 
the First Lord of the 
admiralty has completely changed his 
attitude and has ennounced a substan- 
tial mitigation of Pitkington’s pentence. 

“Pitkington originally 
demned to fifteen days in a cell, depri- 
vation of his good-conduct padge, and 
reduction to second class for simply 
wearing a shamrock. Owing te our pro- 
test the sentence has been reduced to 
ten days, while the other ana more &e- 
rious punishments are cance lied. 

“For years the Irish members have 
deroune.d the action ef the jnilitary 
authertnes for refusing to permit Trish 
soldiers in the Britisr army to wear 
the shamrock, and the St. Patricks day 
just passed was the first on record, on 
which no Irish soldier was punished for 
displaying that peiriotic emblem. 

“We have now done for the Irish 
sailors of the British navy what has 
already been accorded to the Irish sol- 
diers, and 1 em gratified to think that 
my suspension has aided in drawing 
public reprobation, even in England, 
down upon the gross scandal and the 


outrageously tyrannical exercises of: 


official power. Pitkington is the last 
Irish national seaman who will suffer 
for being proud to proclaim himself 
an Trishman on St. *ostrick’s day. 


RECEIVED WITH COOLNESS. 


Valfeur’s Statement “Feeble in Man- 
ner as in Matter.’’ 
ASS! CIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, April 6.—A dispatch to 
the World from Lendon says the prom- 
ised statement by Arthur J. Balfour, 
soyernment leader and Acting Foreign 
Sec retary in the House of Commons 
on the eastern question, was a pro- 
f-und disappointment. The House was 
crowded, and every embassy except 
the Russian was represented in the 
diplomatie gallery, but the announce- 
ment was as feeble in manner as ‘in 
matter. and was received with marked 
ecolness by the supporters of the gov- 
ernment. 

Sir Charles Dilke put the case in a 
nutshell when he said: “This policy 
of leasing Wei-Hai-Wei was adopted 
last Weednesday to throw dust in the 
eyes of the public and satisfy the crit- 
of the government in the ministe- 
vial press. Wei-Hai-Wei is valueless un- 
fortified, and Mr. Curzon never 
answered my question whether the gov- 
ernment proposed to fortify it. As to 
the assurances of China in relation to 
he Yang-Tse Valley, they are equally 
illusory, as the valley has no frontage, 
and coulda not be defended if Russia 
chose to descend upon it.” 

The important feature of Balfour's 
statement, was his apepal to the com- 
mercial netions af the world—the 
United States, France and Germany— 
to join with England to prevent Russia 
from absorbing the Chinese, trade.

A SIGH OF RELIEF. 


CHITORES, CALM YOURSELVES, 
AND SLEEP SHCtRE. 


Offecr’«s Views of the Conditions. 
There te So Cause for Alarm, 
Thatk Gedt

Los ANGELES, April 6—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Monday even- 
Express contains, under the 
heeding, “Los Angcles Defenseless,” an 


iarticle giving the opinion of a gentie- 


man who was “formerly of the navy” 
‘HM. M. or U. Ie not as to 
what might happen to Los Angeles in 
cave of war with Spain. - 

Ae all readers may not be familiar 
with the article referred to, I will re- 
peat the essence thereof. 

\ Spanish squadron sails from the 
Philippines, destination unknown, @s 
war exists between the Tinited States 
and Spain, no one suspects, of course, 
that the fleet might have sailed for 
theee shotes. 

The cunning Spaniards, ~ however, 
have sailed direct for San Pedre, and, 
arriving in this vicinity, remain at a 
sufficient distance off shore to guard 
against detection, until a dense fog 
eottles over the seas and sheres, when 
they, picking up the pilots awaiting 
them, slip in, and, having readily found 
safe anchorage, disembark a landing 
force of 2000 men, under cover of their 
guns, though it is anticipated that 
“they would find no one to oppose 
them.” 

As Mr. Randolph H. Miner executes 
his diversion against Los Angeles and 
return, including the looting of the 
banks, in ten hours, though the dis- 
tance between that place -and Fan 
Pedro is about twenty-five miles, er 
fifty miles both ways, his plan of in- 
vasion resolves itself into about the 
following proposition: 

in order to wet through with the pro- 
gramme in time, the invading force 
would be taken at once to the railway 
dept, provided with first-class return 
Lickets and carried to Los Angeles 
Without undue delay. As, however, 
four heurs out of the ten are mapped 
out for the transaction of business in 
Los Angeles, a judicious arrangement 
of affairs would allow sufficient time 
to give the Chamber of Commerce, or 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
seciation, or the Grand Army organ- 
izations, an opportunity to banquet the 
invading forces, at which banquet the 
National Guard might. be employed to 
Wait upon the distinguished guests, it 
would therefore expedite and facilitate 
matters if the bank presidents would 
tneet-the invadors at the doors of their 
vaults and hand over to them the 
ticasures sought. 

During the progress of the banquet, 
Gen, Last, as a last resort, is ex- 
pecied to telegraph to San Francisco 
for artillery, presumably for the safe 
conveyance of the treasure to San 
Pedro, though, considering the distance 
between the two points, the San Fran- 
cisco authorities could hardly comply 
with the request in time to be of any 
benefit. 

After the banquet, the invading 
forces would return to San Pedro, ac- 
companied by the local real estate men, 
who would try to induce them to in- 
Vest some of their newly-acquired 
Wealth in that promising borough; 
finally the fleet would depart to lei- 
surely bombard, against the laws of 
all nations, the open towns of Redondo, 
Santa Monica, etc., as provided for by 

r. Miner. 

The ciuzens of Los Angeles’ need 
not be alarmed that anything as pic- 
tured by Mr. Miner will happen to 
them. Fortunately for them the com- 
mander of a Spanish squadron of the 
dimensions menticned by Mr. Miner 
will be a man of suflicient military 
education and common-sense to know 
that in case of war, his movements 
Will be watehed and divined; he will 
furthermore have a better opinion of 
American ingenuity to find ways and 
means to meet emergencies, and a. 
stronger regard for our courage, and, 
last but not least, a higher sense of 
duty than to imperil his ships by at- 
tempting—during a dense fog—without 
pilots, without guiding shorelights and 
deprived of the use of his own elec- 
tric searchlights, to move them close 
into shore of a sea known to him only 
by his navigation charts, and to accept 
it fer a fact that he will not meet 
with onnosition. 

So far, as to Mr. Miner’s plan, now 
What can be done to protect Los An- 
geles. 

In case of war with Spain, speaking 
of Scuthern California exclusively, 
danger could come by way of the sea 
only, but so soon as the presence of 
a dangerous fleet in Pacific waters 
could be ascertained, measures could 
be taken to protect against all emer- 
gencies, and the coast line would be 
divided into coast-defense districts. 
Taking Los Angeles, which we treat 
here in particular, as headquarters of 
one of these districts, the following 
measures would suggest themselves: 

First—The placing along the coast of 
detachments of the Signal Corps, 


augmented, if necessary, by infantry 
and cavalry, for observation and pa- 


troling purposes. The concentration 
of all available military forces at a 
point south of town admitting of com- 
munication by rail with either of the 
seacoast points, and the holding in 
readiness there of sufficient rolling 
stceck to move all troops at a moment’s 
notice, 

Second—The selection of defensive 
-positions in the approaches to Los 
Angeles from either of the seacoast 
points, the proper strengthening of the 
same by rifle pits, ete., the construc- 
tion of field gun emnlacements on the 
hills commanding the foreground of 
such positions, and the construction of 
easy grades to reach the emplace- 
ments. 

Third—The removal of all fences and 
obstacles in front of the positions, to 
clear the field for rifle and gun fire, 


and the action of cavalry, and the 
utilization of all wire fence material 
in the construction of parallel lines 


of obstruction in front of the defen- 
sive positions. 

The removal of all stores and pro- 
visions, and especially of all cattle and 
draft animals behind the lines of de- 
fense. 

The officers in command should rea- 
lize that it is cf the greatest impor- 
tance that they familiarize themselves, 
and as much as possible their men, 
with the terrane selected for the field 
of action. I refer especially to the 
taking and marking of distances to 
make the sun and rifle fire effective 
when applied. 

Los Angeles should have two bat- 
teries of field artillerv and raise a 
strong body of cavalry. Nothing is 
so effective to check and throw into 
disorder an advancing foe. as a dash- 
ing cavalry attack executed into the 
flank of a moving column. 
tion of earthworks at seaceast pcints, 
except of the most formidable kind. 
and mounted with the verv best and 
heaviest modern guns, would .rether 
aggravate than improve the sityation, 
for if the ship’s guns cannct he ans- 
wered with pieces of at least 
came caliber, it would be_imprudent to 
undertake anything to draw their fire 
or to expose the troops in it. A 
landing should, therefore, under the 
present conditions. not be opposed. but 
an advance into the interior should be 
met and checked in positions safely 
out of reach of the ship's guns.

MORALES REPORTED DEAD. 


Killed With Five Compenions by 
Guatemalan Soldiers. — 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

PAXACA (Mex.,) April 6.—Advices 
which have not as yet been fully au- 
thenticated, have just reached here of 
the killing of Col. Prospero Morales, 
the Guatemalan revolutionary leader, 
and five of his companions. , 

It is stated that they were near Fron- 
taria, in the State of Chiapas, Mex.., 
on their way to join a large body of 
their followers who were congregated 
near that place, when a troop of Gua- 
temalan soldiers crossed over into Mex- 
ico and took the six men by surprise, 
killing all of them. Col. Morales had his 
plans all made for another invasion 
of Guatemala, and was backed in the 
project by a syndicate of wealthy bus- 
‘iness men of Mexico. 


Some Facts About Torpedces, 


[Collier's Weekly:] Torpedoes are 
divided into two general classes—sta- 
tionary and movable. The former con- 
sist of the buoyant and ground mine, 
while the latter class is subdivided into 
the automobile and dirigible. These 
terms have been narrowed until now 
the fixed class is generally known as 
the submarine mine, while the word 
torpedo is applied to the movable class, 
he buoyant mines are explodea in con- 
tact with or very close to the bottom 
or sides of a vessel under water, while 
the ground mine acts at a much greater 
distance. All mines are divided into 
other classes, which depend for ‘their 
nomenclature as to whether or not it 
is under the control of an operator. In 
all cases the controlling agent is elec- 
tricity. The depth of water in a har- 
bor has much to do with the form of 
torpedo used, and in channels where 
there is less than thirty feet at high 
tide the mine case, which rests on the 
bottom, has the shape of the segment 
of a sphere with a flat bottom. The 
electrical apparatus is attached to a 
buoy, anchored to the case and sub- 
merged four feet. The explosive charge 
is generally about 250 pounds of dyna- 
mite or wet gun cotton. The buoyant 
mine is a hollow sphere, constructed of 
steel, having a ring at the top for 
handling, and directly opposite a hole 
for loading and inserting the electrical 
apparatus. Over this is fitted a cap 
for attaching the mooring chain and 
cable. It is generally submerged about 
four feet below low water, and the ex- 
plosive charge is 100 pounds of dyna- 
mite or wet gun cotton. A mushr 
anchor holds the mine in Ba tie 
other form of submarine mine is one 
which will explode by contract with a 
ship’s bottom, but as these are danger- 
ous both to friend and foe they are now 
seldom used in any scheme for defense.

ciliation, Hill fellowed his wife from 
her home one evening and upon her 
refusal to return to his home, shot her 
four times in the back as she turned 
to leave him. 

When placed on trial Hill entered @ 
plea of insanity, but was sentenced to 
be hanged. He appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, but without avail, and 
after arrangments had been completed 
for his execution August 27, 1897, he 
again appealed to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, which court dis- 
missed his appeal for lack of merit. 
Hill is 2 native of Wisconsin, 35 years 
of age, and a miller by occupation.

Report on Opening Certain Streets 
to the Water Front. 


SAN PEDRO, April 6.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The commissioners for the open- 
ing of First and Fifth streets through to 
the water front filed their report with the 
Board of City Trustees Tuesday’ evening. 
The commissioners, F. Wiedwald, H. 
Dodson and R. Hillyer, were appointed sev- 
eral months ago. The purpose of the pro- 
posed opening is to give the town a free 
right-of-way to the inner harbor. The streets 
will cross the main tracks of the Southern 
Pacific coming into town. The extension of 
Fifth street will also cross the wharf and 
wharf tracks of the Southern Pacific. 
The report says that an offer, or pro- 
posal, to allow the Kerckhoff-Cuzner Lum- 
ber Company $2500 and the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company $550 as damages, were 
both rejected. 
The commission's estimate of cost of im- 
provements to be made on First street, in- 
cluding the planking of a wharf and the 
construction of a landing, is $250. The esti- 
mated cost of the improvements proposed for 
Fifth street is $2156. These include grad- 
ing. the construction of a pile bridge to con- 
nect the bulkhead with the wharf, double 
planking for the same, the construction of a 
landing, and other accessories. The total 
cost of the openings and improvements, be- 
sides the salary of the commissioners, 
amounting to $105, is estimated at $5061. 
The proceeding for opening a street through 
to a water front are somewhat different from 
-ordinary street extensions. The 
district of assessment in this case includes 
the whole town.

They found it necessary to cross a 
street, but under the rule they could 
not do so, because there happened to 
be a pumping plant on that block. This 
pumping plant is not available for their 
use, but because of its presence no per- 
mit to cross a street could be secured 
by that company. Mr. Croswell said 
the oil men were willing to submit to 
almost any regulations, provided they 
Were not grossly unjust, but he thought 
the Council should adopt rules by which 
the Of] Inspector could be given such 
latitude in the matter as would make 
it possible for him to. consider the 
equity of certain of the applications 
Which now cannot be granted because 
of the rules. 

Councilman Baker, who is thoroughly 
familiar with the oil district and cited 
several instances in which’ great 
hardship had been suffered by a num- 
ber of the oil producers, suggested, 
instead of tying the hands .of the In- 
spector, placing the matter at his dis- 
cretion in such a manner that he would 
have to report bis reasons for granting 
permits to the City Council and have 
the reports approved by that body. 

Mil Inspector Monlux said that if all 
the oil men were given permission to. 
stretch cables across streets it would 
not make aé difference of more than 
twenty cables. He favored regulating 
the distance of cables above the street 
rather than refusing to allow pumping 
across streets when there are pumping 
plants in the block where the well is 
located.

IN A SUIT. 

Miguel Linares, Aged 65, Wants 
$20,000 Damages for Her Fail- 
ure to Carry Out an Engagement 
of Marriage. 

Sefiora Mercede Dessaud, who is 74 

years old, is made defendant in a 


breach of promise suit on trial yester- 
day before Judge Van Dyke.

Mrs. Dessaud was won by the 
protestations of affections that were 
made, and pledged her troth. The day 
for her wedding with Linares was set, 
and guests were invited to the feast. 
These arrived on the appointed morn- 
ing. and a priest was present to per- 
form the ceremony, but Mrs. Dessaud’s 
attitude toward the intended groom 
suddenly changed. She ‘point blank 
refused to have the marriage performed 
and rdered Linares and his guests 
out of the house.

MAXIMUM PENALTY. | 
Crandall Sentenced to San Quentin 
for Ten Yeurs,. 

Judge Smith yesterday imposed the 
maximum penalty upon Frank D. Cran- 
dall, convicted of manslaughter for’the 
killing of Jack Bowman, and sentenced 
him to serve ten years in San Quentin 
Prison. <A stay of execution for two 
days was granted to allow ‘time for 
Crandall’s attorneys to prepare an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court if they de- 
cide to do so. 

Attorneys Shinn and Rogers, who 
have represented Crandall, moved for 
a new trial yesterday morning when 
the case was called for sentence. The 
motion, which was based upon errors 
alleged to have been committed by: the 
court respecting the admission of cer- 
tain evidence, and exceptions taken to 
the argument of counsel fer the prose- 
cution, was overruled. 

Crandall then stood up and Judge 
Smith addressed a few words to him. 
He said he considered the maximum 
pvnishment for the crime of which 
Crandall had been convicted none too 
severe. The jury, he said. had used 
great leniency in making the punish- 
ment as light as they had done. The 
crime appeared little less grave trana 
cold-bloceea murder. Crandall hid pzo- 
cured a gun and had gone down to 
Pa'lora to lock for Rowman. He found 
him and they resumed a former quar- 
rel over a trivial matter. Bowman laid 
his hanas on Crandall, and Crandall 
drew his gun and shot him. “If you 
had not ta>n the wearon with vou.”

TARDINESS OF JUSTICE. 


IMPORTANT CASES WAITING FOR 
THE RESURRECTION. 


What Has Become of- the Sunday- 
closing Cases and the Charges 
Agninst Mrs. Messey and. Mrs, 
Nebiesheimer for Shoplifting. 


What has becore of the Sunday-clos- 
ing cases? is a question occasionally 
heard around the Police Station since 
the reinstatement of the police courts. 

Peop!e who are not afflicted with 


short memories recollect that a brave. 


effort was made early’ in February to 
prosecute all violators of the midnight 
and Sunday-closing ordinances. Goaded 
to the task by the Police Commission- 
ers, the officers of the department were 
diligent in making arrests for several 
weeks, and during the heat of the cru- 
sade only a few of the boldest saloon- 
keepers dared to keep open during pro- 
scribed hours. <A few of: those caught 
in the act pleaded guilty and paid a 
light fine, while: the: commission made 
a bluff’ at revoking the license of all 
such offénders.. The majority of -the 
victims, however, pleaded not guilty 
and hired lawyers,’ who. inaugurated 
delay after delay in bringing the cases 
to trial. Then game Judge Van Dyke's 
decision knocking out the police courts. 
This necessitated the filing of new com- 
plaints in the City Justice Court, and 
the uncertainty created. by the unset- 
tling of the courts served as a ,good ex- 
cuse for further delay. The reéstablish- 
ment ef the Police Court by the recent 


Supreme Court decision made the origi- 


‘nal complaints good, but as‘yet no dis- 


position has heen shown to take up the 
liquor cases. 
The case of Charles Endl, arrested 
February 18, was on' Justice Owens’s 
calendar yesterday, but it’ was con- 
tinued ‘sine die. 
Frequent inquiry is also heard re- 
goerding the shoplifting cases ‘against 
Mrs. Massey and Mrs. Bebiesheimer. 
The amount of plunder allegedg to have 
been stclen hy these women almost 
equals that found in the possession 
of Benjamin Evans, who has proved 
himgelf to be a pastmaster in the art 
of shoplifting. They were arrested 
several months ago, and_ the 
Fabian tactics used in the liquor cases 
were resorted to by counsel 
shoplifting cases in order to wear out 
the prosecution or postpone the in- 
evitable as long as possible. The up- 
setting of the police courts was given 
as the prime reason for delay, but 
since the reinstatement of the police 
courts, justice is as tardy as before. 
One of the eminent lawyers engaged 
in. these cases, when asked for the 
cause of the delay in bringing them to 
trial, while professing to be loying no 
obstacles in the way of the prosecu- 
tion, said, with the utmest candor: 
' “Most people believe in the resur- 
rection.

REDLANDS BOY’S TRAVELS.. 


Started to See the World and Landed 
in the City Jail. 

A Redlands boy about 15 -years of 

age started out to see the world about 

ten days ago. but did not get further 

than Los Angeles. His name is Otto 

Dye, and he now languishes in the 


City Jail for. carrying a concealed 
weapon. 
Dye is a well-dressed and rather 


respectable-looking lad. He says: he is 
a son of John .B. Dye, a farmer at Red- 
lands. Officer Ziegler met him be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and suspecting that he was up to 
mischief, began to question him.

Dye said the revolver was given him 
by a friend, Arthur Armstrong, whom 
he met in this city. Armstrong told 
him it was dangerous to travel un- 
armed .with so much money ($5) in his 
pocket, so he gave him the revolver 
for protection. 

Justice Morrison took the boy’s case 
under advisement until this. afiter- 
roon, so-Armstrong could be brought 
into covrt to corroborate his state- 
ment. The boy’s parents will also be 
communicated with.

ROGERS NOT DEAD. 


THE OLD BOOM OPERATOR RE- 
PORTED DEAD ON THE TRAIL. 


But Ralph Rogers, His Sen anid 
Daughter are Now in 
Dawson, 


LOST ALL OF THEIR EFFECTS. 


BUT MADE A STAKE BY CATERING 
TO THE LOVE FOR PIE, 


A Good Description of the Country, 
‘Food in Dawson Plentiful—Ten 
Million Dollars Estimated to 
Be Taken Out This Season, 


It has been freely rumored about 
town. lately that Ralph Rogers, one ot 
the Los Angeles county pioneers, was 
dead, and that he had formed one of 
the number that had succumbed to the 
he.rdships enccuntered on the trail into 
thie Klondike country. 

Rogers was one of the best-known 
wen in Los Angeles, for it was he who 
‘helped to lay out the western part of 
tthe city; was one of the inaugurators 
of the Second-street cable line; laid 
out Garvanza, and built the hotel there, 
And was one of the most successful 
operators during the boom period, 
When the boom collapsed Rogers owed 
$80,000, and had debts owing to him ag- 
gregating $300,000. The difference rep- 
regented a nice little fortune, but 
sa.nehow the debts could not be col- 
rts while every one to whom Rog- 
“rg ‘was indebted jumped him for their 
money. As a result he went broke, in 
company with some hundreds of others. 

Last fall Regers started for the 
‘Klondike, taking with him his seven- 
teen-year-old son. At Seattle he tele- 
graphed back for his daughter, a 
young lady of 20 years, and she left 
Los Angeles the day following ‘the no- 
tification from her tather. A letter re- 
ceived from Mr. Rogers by Mrs. Dr. 
Terry of West Twelfth street, a few 
days ago, tells of the experiences of 
the party. Ralph Rogers is not dead, 
but very much alive, and again on the 
High read to prosperity at Dawson City. 
The letter is dated February 14, 1898. 

“We left Dyea on September 3,” 
writes Mr. Rogers, ‘‘and on our way up 
the river we upset our boat and lost 
everything in the river. I had just $65 
in cash. We were barefooted and al- 
most without clothes. My daughter 
commenced making pies, and scld a cut 
of pie and a cup of coffee for 75 cents. 
Leslie and I commenced packing, and 
earned another outfit and got to Lin- 
deman in a month. On October 12 we 
got a passage with a lot of the biggest 
cowards you ever saw, and on the 14th 
they ran us on a rock in Lake Bennett, 
and we lost part of our bacon, all of 
our butter and sugar and salt, and got 
everything wet and almost spoiled. 
They wanted to go into winter quarters 
at every camp, and finally I bought 
another boat and left them. Three 
men and myself put our trans in the 
boat and ran as far as we could, but 
were too late to get through. On No- 
vember 17 we were frozen in, the ther- 
mometer at 62 deg. below zero. We 
packed everything on sleds and moved 
down the river fifteen miles and then 


built a small cabin; we stored our 


things, and, leaving Leslie and my 
daughter, I came on to Dawson. They 
will be here shortly. I have started up 
a store with $700 worth of stock, and IT 
could have it all on a sled at one load.”’ 

OVER THE TRAIL TO DAWSON. 

The trip to Dawson, in the Northwest 
Territory, has been much misrepre- 
sented, according to Mr. Rogers, and 
for the benefit of his friends intending 
to follow in his footsteps he gives a 
lucid and decidedly interesting account 
of the country that has-to’be traversed 
from Dyea to Dawson. 

“Dyea is an island made by the river 
separating at what is known as_ the 
ferry,” he remarks. “It is a very in- 
significant place, and Skaguay is very 
little better. They are located alike, 
with very steep granite and porphyry 
mountains surrounding them. The 
rivers are very swift and have bot- 
toms from one-half to two miles wide 
with fine soil and timber. Sheep Camp, 


fourteen miles up at the timber line,. 


is surrounded by high mountains cov- 
ered with glaciers. After leaving here 


& cross-over is made to Crater Lake, a | 


beautiful sheet of water .two miles 
across. To reach it a glacier has to be 
crossed. This is six miles from Sheep 
Camp. Three miles from there is 
reached Long Lake, one mile wide anda 
three long. After crossing another gia- 
cier we crossed the point of a mountain 
to Lake Lindeman, six miles away. 
This lake is three miles wide and six 
long, and is almost surrounded with 
mountains. 

“From Lindeman to Bennett there is 
a small stream about one-half mile 
long, full of rocks and ‘a terror to boat- 


men. Here the Skaguay or White Pass 


trail enters. Bennett {s twe ty-s 
miles long on a fair day, and 137 pi 
the wind is blowing from the windy 
arm of Bennett. Caribou Crossing is a 
wide, sluggish Stream six miles tn 
length, with fine timber all along. It 
enters Togish Lake just above the 


windy arm of Togish Lake. This lake 


is about seventeen miles 
forms one of the prettiest 
saw. It enters into Marsh Lake through 
Togish River, a very pretty stream 
eight miles long, lined with fine tim- 
ber. On the west side the fire h d 
run through this last year and 
de- 
stroyed all of the timber. From h 
on we had the finest w 
wood we ever saw 
Here in Dawson I get wood enou h in 
two hours to last us a week 
run fires fifteen hours steady. 
ALASKAN TRAVEL IT 
LYING 
The Yukon, aft hic. the lakes, 
\ ent to me, It r 
like a millrae®, and is full of meuneer 
The steersman is not Safe if he looks 
away or shuts his eyes a minute, 
There are fine camping places all the 
Way—every half mile if desired. The 
mountains run up almost like bluffs 
‘With here and there a bank or island. 
good, I suppose, for almost any pur- 
pose. The timber is spruce, alder 
Willow, birch and cottonwood, almost 
any of it good for house logs. The 
spruce is 100 feet in height. The 
Canon and White Horse Rapids are 
unlike anythink I ever saw, for the 
water of a large surface is crowded 
between two walls not exceeding 100 
feet, but if one will just let their boat 
alone. it will go through in spite of 
everything. Men frequently run be- 
fore they know it, and all they can 
do is to go through. A great deal of 
_ the seare we get from people going 
to the States is silly. If one uses 
good horse-sense and goes ahead. :a 
trip in here is not any worse than 
anywhere else away from railroads. 
After people cross the divide, they 
seem to be forever ruined for truth 
and veracity. I suppose I will be no 
exception to the rule. | 
“This country has plenty of grass, 
plenty of cranberries and blackberries 
all over the hills and valley. They 
freeze and keep all winter. I can go 
out and pick a bushel of them any 
time. Now, some people will say they 
never saw this. Some people never 
sea anything. When gofd. was dis- 


covered but few believed it, and eon | 
diggings are being opened every day, | 
and there are men right here who do. 


not believe it is true. Instead of 
Bonanza and Eldorado being. the only 
cold-bearing ground, there are hun- 
dreds of acres running back twenty 
and thirty miles, proving almost 4s 
rich. Claims I could have bought on 
Dominion, Beer, Hunker and Skookum 
for $500 when I first came, are now 
paying $500 per day. We have three 
claims in the heart of these diggings, 
and as we are striking it rich every 
day, we expect some one will strike us 
to buy our claims any day. We will 
get five more claims after a little 
while, when I get caught up so I can 
look around. and 1 will buy one-half 
or whole interest when I can. There 
has heen $2,000,000 taken out of here 
over the ice this winter, and over 1200 
men have gone out this way. 

“It is no great hardship to travel 
here if one has dogs. I would rather 
zo out this way than bv boat in sum- 
mer. Whot are called outside dogs 
are worth from $100 to $300 here, anda 
all the little curs around Los Angeles 
would be usefvl here and cheap at 
from $100 to $500. A man with feur 
dogs makes $100 a day. One hors? 
makes $100 a dav, but the dog feed 
erows here, and the horse feed has to 
he shipped in, and costs more than the 
feed for four dogs... There are about 
six harses here at work. A man hed 
three horses, killed trem and sold them 
for £190 each for Ane feed. 


FOOD FAIRLY PLENTIFUL. 


“Dawson Citv is lecated eon a flat; 


hottom. one mile wide and one and a 
half miles in length, and would he 
called a cienega in California. The 
Klondike River enters at the uppe end, 
and the Yukon runs due north between 
two large mountains. All you can see is 
ice and snow now, with a litte timber 
sticking out above the snow. There is 
plenty of food here, and the Indians 
are bringing in moose and caribou 


every day. It sells for $1 per pound, for 


all goods outside the stores. We pay 


$1.50 per roll for butter, and it is the 


cheanest thing. We buy condensed milk 
at 50 cents per can, when the stores 
will Jet one have it. and bacon 50 cents 
and flour $6 per sack. The churches rep- 
resented so far are the Church. of 
Fneland. Presbyterian and Catholic, 
the latiter being hv far the largest: 

“T believe $10,000.900 jn gold wilt he 
taken out this year. The two stores claim 
that there is that much on hand now, 
and there is a larve amount that wili 
he teen out ait the next clean-up. We 


are making money. but I will not let: 


you think IT am a liar by staiting how 
much. We have had no news from 
home. since Sentember 1. I send this let- 
ter by a special friend who will start 
out over the ice tomorrow.” 


CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


CLEAR-SOUNDING RESOLUTIONS ON 
CUBA ADOPTED. 


Arrangements Being Perfected for 
Holding the State Fruit-grow- 
ers’ Convention Next Week—A 
Call to Deciduous-fruit Growers, 


There was a meeting yestreday of the 
board of directors of the Chamber cf 
Commerce, there being present Messrs. 
Cass, Forman, Francis, Hawgood, 
Hooker, Klokke, McKinley, Newmark, 


Patterson, Siegel, Slauson, Stewart, 


Story, Van Nuys, Vetter and Waters, 
President Forman being in the chair. 

Woodhill & Hulse, electrical  con- 
tractors, were elected to membership 
in éhe chamber, and then a communi- 
cation was read from the Quincy 
Freight Bureau thanking the chamber 
for the resolutions passed at its last 
meeting asking for a reduction of tele- 
graphic rates. 

A communication was read from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
Washington, D. C., calling the atten- 


‘tion of the chamber to the eleventh an- 


nual report of the commission, which 
has just been issued, and suggesting 
that upon examination of the same, if 
it be found expedient to assist the com- 
mission in its work, the chamber for- 
ward resolutions to the Senators and 
Representatives in Congress from Cali- 
fornia asking that the commission be 
sustained in its efforts to enforce the 
requirements of the law governing it. 

A PATRIOTIC DECLARATION. 

The following resolution was offered 
by Director Waters, seconded by Di- 
rector Slauson, and was unanimously 
adopted: 

‘Whereas, to all lovers of the human 
race nothing, save honor, is more de- 
sirable than peace, and nothing by a 
righteous nation, save loss of honor, to 
be more deeply deplored than war, yet 
our national sympathies for the last 
three years have been so earnesily 
drawn to the sufferings of our neigh- 
boring Cubans by the relentless atroci- 
ties and barbarous warfare main- 
tained against them by Spain, there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, that the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce feels it a duty 
to most earnestly protest against the 
further continuance of this inhuman 
condition of affairs, and calls upon our 
government, with all its force and 
power, to say to Spain, ‘thus far shalt 
thou go and no farther,’ with these 
barbarities. The people of Southern 
California, regardless of party senti- 
ment or affiliation, will keep step to the 
‘Battle Hymn of the Republic’ and fol- 
low ‘Old Glory’s’’ banner wherever 
raised for humanity, righteousness, or 
the honor of eur nation. 

“Resolved, that a copy of the fore- 
going be forwarded to the President 
and to Sur Senators and Representa- 
Congress.”

EDUCATIONAL CHANGES. 


Mode Proposed of Appointing the 
County Beard of Education. 

The Azusa Valley Teachers’ Associa- 
tion has taken the initiative in bring- 
ing directly under the public notice cer- 
tain changes discussed in the recent 
Teachers’ Institute. The first pointed 
out is the desirability of changing the 
method of appointing members of the 
County Board of Education.

Blank petitions 
are being circulated for signature by 
school trustees and heads of families, 
with the end in view that the Board of 
Supervisors make the first change de- 
sired, and the County Board of Educa- 
tion the second.

COMMERCIAL. 
POOR OLIVE OL The following 
communication from Frank A. Kimball 


from National City to the California 
Fruit Grower may explain the origin 
of some of the pure California oil 


Which is found on the market: 

“In reply to an inquiry I .beg to say 
that a certain dark-colored oil is made 
hy taking the ‘oil cake’ and regrind- 
ing it, and. during the’ operation add- 
ing crushed cotton seed or peanut oil, 
the result being a dirty. mass of fluid 
that is palmed off as ‘olive oil foots’— 
the whole thing being a fraud of the 
first water. 

“We are making a third pressing 
from our olive pomace, adding to ‘it 
all the over-ripe olives, the product 
being a perfectly clear, bright oil, just 
as clear and bright as the first press- 
ing after its first filtering, but it is not 
fit for table use, as it has an earthy, 
or moldy, tlavor which is communicated 
to it from the over-ripe olives which 
had fallen to the ground. This oi] sells 
at $5 the case of one dozen quarts.” 

Another explanation of some of the 
poor quality olive oil that is found in 
the stores was referred to by a corre- 
spondent of The Times a few days 
ago, who showed that olive oil becomes 
rancid by exposure to the light. It 
should always be kept in the dark, 
and for this reason in Europe the pack- 
ages in which it is contained are coyv- 
ered with wicker work, or else it ds 
packed in cans. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

WATER SUPPLY THREATENED. 
A Riverside company has created con- 
sternation by a move that is said to be 
liable to kill every well in the valley. 
It is proposed to pump from what is 
considered the head of the artesian 
belt. The San Bernardino Times-Index 
gays: 

“About the center of the San Ber- 
nardino Valley, in a natural basin, is 
located a series of springs, flowing 
every degree of water, from cold to 
160 degrees Fahrenheit. Some of these 
springs are the sites of noted resorts. 
such as Harlem and Rabel Springs, and 
give promise of becoming in time popu- 
Jar’ sanitariums. This company has se- 
cured water rights over a large tract 
of land in this basin, on some of which 
Wells are alreadydeveloped, and intends 
to sink others. After connecting them 
it will pump a large body of water, to 
be conveyed to Riverside county. 

“The company has applied for per- 
Mission to construct a seven-foot canal 
or pipe line over the county thorough- 
fares in. order to save the expense of 
purchasing a right of way over private 


holdings. There is no possibility that 
their request will be granted, as the 
Supervisors are not to be made an 


agent through which a scapegrace off- 
epring county like Riverside will be en- 
abled to rob the mother county of one 
Of her most precious gifts from nature. 

“Should this corporation suceeed jn 
Setting powerful pumps at work at the 
lowest point in the artesian belt. no 
doubt every well drawing its life from 
this fountain head will go dry, or at 
least be greatly diminished in flow. In 
order to intercept the company the 
propertyowners interested in the ques- 
tion are preparing to inaugurate a legal 
battle. 

HUNTINGTON RAILROAD TAC. 
TICS. According to the San Francisco 
papers, the members of the Transcon- 
tinental Freight Bureau, who have 
been holding sessions jin San Jose, go 
home disgusted with C. P.. Hunting- 
ton’s méthods of doing business. The 
Examiner says: :

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


NEW YORK, April 6.—There is a strong 
conviction in Wall street that delay in the 
sending of the President’s message is favor- 
able to the avoidance of war. This was 
clearly manifested in the response of the 
market to the early rumor from abroad that 
the President's message would not go to 
Congress today, and to the later authorized 
announcement from Washington that it would 
be withheld until Monday. The disposition 
of the message was the central point about 
which the whole market turned all day. 
The assertions of the newspapers this morn- 
that it would without question go in to- 
y and that it would declare for forcible 
intervention caused the decline at the open- 
ing, opening prices in almost all cases being 
the lowest of the day. The resistance to the 
decline and the quick recovery were a sur- 
prise to outside observers, who were pre- 
pared for something like a war panic on the 
exchange. The recovery was due to cabled 
reports of a rumor in London that the mes- 
sage would not come in until next Thursday. 
This rumor-was quickly discredited by state- 
ments from Washington, and the market 
drifted to a lower plane again, but not to the 
lowest. The stagnation of the trading during 
this period of waiting was almost absolute 
and the sudden outbreak of activity when 
the later authentic reports came from Wash- 
ington that the message would be de- 
layed until Monday was in strong contrast. 
It was evident that the conclusion was leaped 
to that the withholding of the message was 
due to a reception of further proposals from 
Spain or to movements for mediation by 
European powers, giving promise that the 
countries might emerge peacefully from their 
entanglement. The violent advance was 
checked and reaction set in when it was 
stated that the delay ‘was due to advices 
from Consul-General Lee that he would not 
be able to secure the departure in safety of 
Americans from ‘Cuba before next Monday. 
Prices stiffened again, however, before the 
close.on the strength of the general sentiment 
that delay favored peace. The money mar- 
ket maintained a waiting attitude. Time 
money was firm at 6 per cent. for all dates, 
but the exchange market showed a harden- 
ing tendency. Gold continyes to come, how- 
ever, from abroad. Bonds moved in sympathy 
with stocks, and were stagnant until the last 
hour, when prices advanced on a spurt of ac- 
tivity.

Continental mar- 
kets also showed strength and London re- 
ported the Continental as a buyer of 14 
of the 17 cargoes off coast. The Northwest 
movement was rather light, Minneapolis and 
Duluth reporting receipts of 25 cars, com- 
pared with 338 last week and .263 a year 
ago. Chicago receipts were 161 cars for two 
days. Additions to contract stocks were 


f more moderate, 56 cars from regular sources 


and 29 cars from mixing houses, a total of 
about 85,000 bushels. The advance which 
marked the opening soon brought large quan- 


tities of long wheat onto the market, several 


important lines being offered by prominent 
professionals, and soon after the more press- 
ing wants of. the shorts had been satisfied, 
the market began to decline, slowiy but 
surely. The recession movement continued 
for nearly two hours, during which time 


July was hammered down to 84% cents, with- 
out any reactions of note. The firmness of 
the closing Liverpool and continental ca- 
bles, and heavy purchases by commission 
houses stopped the decline at that point 
aad caused a rally before noon to §&5 cents, 
when another spell of weakness, due par- 
tially to the comparatively low prices paid 
for cargoes at London; resulting in a drop 
to 84%@84%.

Used for Pasturage. 
REDLANDS, April 6.—[ Regular Correspond- 
ence.) Citizens of Redlands are much exer- 
cised over the possible opening of the forest 
reserves in the county to the pasturage of 
sheep, and consequently are deeply incensed 
at the action of the Department of the In- 
terior in grant'ng permission to sheep-owners 
to drive their flocks through the forest reser- 
vations to pastures beyond. This acticn they 
consider equivalent. to the opening of the 
forests to sheep pasturage, as the flocks must 
of necessity be driven very slowly, and will 
move about over the mountains nearly, or 
quite as much, as they. would were they 
being pastured thereon. A memorial in the 
form of a remonstrance has been prepared 
for sending to the President, and is being 
signed almost unanimously, but there have 
been found those who objected to signing it. 
The Board of Health and the City Trustees 
have unanimously remonstrated against the 
action. The area covered by a portion of 
the forest reserves in this county. consti- 
tutes the watershed from which water is ob- 
tained for domestic use and for irrigation 
in Redlands and for large districts contis- 
uous thereto, and as‘the sheep destroy the 
undergrowth and contaminate the wat¢rs, it 
is a matter offering. a serious menace to 
property and to health in this region.

WORK ON THE FORTIFICATIONS 
BEING PUSHED, 


Reticence Maintained Regarding the 
Under Water Defense of the Har- 
bor—Grand Water Carnival Be- 
ing Arranged for July 4. 


SAN DIEGO, April 6.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Gen. Shafter and party have 
spent the day at Ballast Point, inspecting the 
fortifications and looking over the general 
field here, preparatory tO actual warfare. 
The party is composed of Lieut. R. H. No- 
ble, a'de-de-camp to Gen. Shafter, and Lieut. 
John D. Miley, Fifth Artillery, special en- 
gineecr officer. 

The Ballast Point fortifications have pro- 
gressed to a point where their inspection can 
be intelligently made, but they are still a 
long way from being actually fitted for war- 
fare; that is, the d-sappearing guns are not yet 
mounted, and the battery on Point Loma is 
yet to be begun. The same applies to the 
A week or ten 
days wili be suffic'ent to place the Ballast 
Point batiery in emergency condition - for 


fighting, and probably two or three guns 
could be mounted on Point Loma, behind | 
earthworks, within two weeks, if need be. 


This would defend the harbor quite well, 
especially, if, as is supposed, the harbor ‘s 
mined with torpedo and gun cotton, as well as 


the outer entrance. This latter point of in- 
formation, however, is known only to the 
cngineers in the army and the command-

“I don’t think 
the Spaniards will dare to kill any Amceri- 
cans in Cuba,’’ he said. ‘‘That weuld stamp 
them at once as outlaws, and they would 
be treated accordingly. We would wipe 
them off the face of the carth without cere- 
mony, if they tricd the game of aSsaSsination. 
But they will not do’that. 

‘Another thing to be considered in the 
light of the reports that Gen. Lee is try.ng to 
get the Americans out cf Cuba. I do not re- 
gard the report as literally true, for this 
reeson: American citizens, merchants and 
others having property there, cannot’ be 
expected to abandon it, which would mean 
the abandonment of claims against Spain 
for damages case of—war.-On the other 
hand, if they remain and their property is 
destroyed, they will have good 
damages, which Spain will have to ;ay when 
the war is setticd. 

“TI must confess that it looks strongly like 


war. Personally, 1 do not object to the prcs- 
pect. The sconer we get to fighting. the 
better. The matter has passed beyond the 


ordinary and peaceable means of settlement.” 

‘What is the condition of the Pacific Coast 
ports in case of war?’ was asked. 

“Oh, I can’t discuss that question,’ was 
the reply. ‘“‘There will be no hostilities on 
this Coast, in my opinion, at least for a 
long tine. But I prefer not to discuss any- 
thing ccncerning matters within the scope 
of my duties.’’

SAN BERNARDINO, April 6§.—[(Regular 
Correspondence.}] The City Couneil met in 
regular session Tuesday night. 


Considerable time was devoted to a d-scus- 
sion of the water question. A water famine 
is not feared, but in view of the threatened 
shortage, it was decided to husband the city's 
100 inehes, and make the supply go farther 
was accord- 


than usual. The City Attorney 
ingly instructed to diaw up an ordinance 
regulating the use of water—lIimiting lawn 


sprinkling to two hours each morning and 
evcning, and otherwice providing so that 
none of the supply shall be lost. 

President W. A. Norton, Secretary Mack, 
with other members of the board of directers 
of the Rialto Iriigation District, were pre-- 
ent. and asked for a five-year’s lease of the 
privilege of carrying the city’s 190 inches cf 
water through their pipe line, the district 
using the water for power to operate a large 
pump. This is a continuation of the present 
plan, but the Gistrict contemplates some im- 


provements and wants to have the time of. 


the contract made definite. The matter was 
referred to the Reservoir Comimittce, with 
power to act. 

The reports of the several city officers for 
March wore submitted. That of the Recorder 
showed that forty-two individuals had been 
brought before him.

PURE PLANT FOOD. 


Irafted for Presentation 
the LegisiIature Meets. 
At the Farmers’ Club Institute held 

in this city in January, the work for 
the ensuing year was apportioned out 
and the Redlands Horticultural Club 
was assigned for consideration of the 
subject of “legislation.”’
